John Lindner of St. Joseph’s 
Assaulted by Robbers. 


CHOKED INTO INSENSIBILITY. 


HIGHWAYMAN PRESUMED HE 
CARRIED FONDS OF THE 
CHURCH. 


POLICE WITHHOLD THE FACTS. 


Hold-Up Reported to Have Occurred 
in the Same Locality Just 
Before Lindner Was 
Assailed. 


John Lindner, 74 years old, sexton at St. 
Joseph’s Church, was knocked down, 
robbed. choked and beaten into insensibility 
by two highwaymen near High and O’Fal- 
lon streets about 6:45 o’clock Sunday even- 
ing. A purse containing 20 ¢ents and a 
buckhorn pocket knife was the booty se- 
cured, 

Two little girls who were passing along 
O'Fallon street at the time witnessed the 
brutal assault and gave the alarm. Hear- 
ing the children’s screams the robbers flied 
down the alley between Twelfth and High 
streets. William Martin, with several men 
rushed from his Saloon at the corner. They 
found Lindner lying in the alley moaning 
with pain. 
out. His face was covered with blood, 
which spurted from an ugly scalp wound. 
He was also bleeding profusely from the 
nose .and mouth, A saucepan, hammered 
out of shape. was the weapon used by the 
robbers. 

The victim was removed to Martin's sa- 
loon at High and O'Fallon streets, where he 
was rubbed about the face and head with 
brandy and partiaHy revived. His voice was 
almost gone, s6 tightly had his assailants 
clutched his throat. He spoke in whispers. 
All he recalled was that he saw twe men 
approdch him and without a word of Warn- 
ing one of them grabbed him by the throat 
while the other struck him over the head 
with the saucepan, After that he remem- 
bers nothing. 

Lindner was taten to the ‘house of Al- 
bert Eaufinger, 1229 Nortn Twelfth street. 
Dr. L. H. Frederich of 1001 O’Fallon street 
was summoned and dressed his injuries. He 
pronounced them serious, The old man was 
Jater removed to his home, 1329 Blair ave- 
nue. He did not fully regain consciousness 
until Monday and his general condition then 
was not much improved. He bled almost 
continually from the nose and mouth. His 
throat is badly swollen and he cannot swal- 
low food. Owing to his advanced years it 
is doubtful if he can recover. 

There is no clew to the men who did 
the dastardly work and Lindner does not 
believe he could identify them if arrested. 
Iiis only description is that one was a 
tall, heavy-set man and clean shaven, The 
little girls who gave the alarm may be able 
to identify the men, but so far the police 
have been unable to locate the children. 

The old man was on his way to St. 
Joseph's Church to ring the bells for 7 
o'clock services when the assault occurred. 
The keys taken from him belonged to the 
church. Lindner had been out of work for 
rome time and only recently obtained the 
sition of sexton from Father: Hoffman. 
iis son, Christian, advances the theory that 
his father was attacked because he was 
Supposed to have in h:s possession church 
funds. 

Martin states that a hold-up occurred 
in the same epot about 15 minutes before 
Lindner was tackled, and that the robbers 
secured $. He does not know whether this 
affair was reported to the police station. 
Sevegal persons tn the neighborhood eub- 
6tantiated ths statement, but the police 
eay nothing of the kind occurred. 

Dr. lL. HW. Frederick, who is in attend- 
ance upon old man Lihdner, thinks he will 
recover. “But he had a miraculous escape.

Every Day.

In These They Believe They Can Safe-

The pool-rooms which have been raided 
four times within the past week will be 
raided again to-day by tthe police. They will 
also be raided to-morrow and the following 
day and each successive day that they open 
for business, so Chief Harrigan gays. 

The Chief grimly asserts the police can 
stand the game as long as the gamblers 
can, and as the latter appear to like the ex- 
citement, the raids may develop into a con- 
tinuous free show for the rabble. 

The seven pool-rooms at 609 Pine street, 
208% North Fourth street, 619 St. Charles 
street, 713 Pine etreet, 218 North Seventh 
street, 204 North Fourth street, and 814 
, Olive street, were raided Monday afternoon, 
and twenty-cight men arrested, With one or 
two exceptions these men are the same ar- 
rested in-the previous raids. 

In the police court Tuesday all the cases 
were continued until December 8, the date 
set for the hearing of the previous cases 
against them. 

Up to date the only opposition manifested 
by the pool-room men comes from the pro- 
prietors of the Brooklyn at 814 Olive street, 
which place was barricaded against the po- 
lice in Saturday’s raid. The police finally 
circumvented the move by freezing out the 
occupants and arresting them as they made 
their exit. 

Capt. O'Malley said Tuesday that he had 
received a tip that the proprietors of the 
Brooklyn had determined on a new scheme 
to prevent the police arresting their em- 
ployes when the next raid occurs. All the 
important employes are to be surrounded 
by a heavy wire screen, to which access 
can be had only through a gate. When a 
raid is expected this door will be securely 
locked, and from thelr positions in the 


‘cage’ the employes can look down upon 
the officers of the law and laugh to scorn 
their efforts to prevent the continuance of 
the game. 

In order to reach these violators of the 
law it will be necessary for the police to 
break open the doors of this cage, and the 
gamblers believe the police will not do that, 
Capt. O'Malley will not say what course 
the police will pursue in the case. 

The numerous raids have been a source of 
considerable profit to the police department, 
the lawyers and the professional bondsmen, 
all of whom have taken quite a slice of the 
— gains of the bookies during the 
week. 


The Brooklyn Pool-room astonished its 
habitues Tuesday by the unique and-start- 
ling character of its arrangements to ci~m 
cumvent the police. 

A pine bench has been constructed along 
the wall opposite the cigar counter, with 
space behind it for the bookmakers, cash- 
lers and clerks. Running from the outer 
edge and covering every inch of space, rises 
a network of iron screens, reaching to the 
high ceiling of the room. It is a complete 
and perten’ fortress and is deemed impene- 
trable by the minions of the law. 

At the bottom of the screens is a line of 
Space, about one-quarter of an inch wide, 
through which money and tickets are ex- 
changed. 

Behind the line of employes inclosed with- 

in the screen are two doors. opening out- 
wardly, through which escape may be tem- 
porarily made. 
The management believe they have solved 
the problem of standing off the hoodlum 
wagon. Through the network of iron they 
will dally with the police until the princi- 
pals are well on their way to the Four 
Courts to give bond.

An attempt to burn the Hotel Waverly, 
Eighth and Market streets, was made Tues- 
day morning. 

The incendiary’s motive was evidently to 
destroy evidence of a robbery. 

The fire started in room No. 5 on the 
second floor, fronting on Market street. 
It is occupied by the proprietor, J. G. Bever, 
and his wife. 

Two trunks in the room were forced open 
and rified of about $300 worth of jewelry, 
Afterwards fire was started in two parts 
of the room, and inside the smaller trunk. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bever own a4 restaurant on 
Twelfth street. They left the hotel to go 
there for breakfast about 8:30. o'clock. 
Fifteen minutes later the negro porter of 
the hotel, John Bonavita, rushed in and 
told them the hotel was on fire. 

‘When they got back the fire department 
had extinguished the flames. A few mo- 
ments later Mr. and Mrs, Bever discovered 
that the locks of the trunks were forced. 

When she left for breakfast Mrs. Bever 
locked her room door and left the key on 
the rack in the office. When she returned 
4 the key was still in the rack, but the pass 
key was in the lock. 

A large poker from the office was used 
to force the big trunk. It fitted a dent in 
the trunk jock perfectly and the poker h 
become bent in forcing it. 

Officers Donlon and Flanagan investi- 
gated. They argued that some one about 
the premises did the work. An ouisider 
would have used a skeleton key. 

He would not have known where to find 
the pass keys. An outsider having robbed 
and set fire to the room would not have 
taken the trouble, and endangered his 
chances of escape by taking the poker back 
to the office where it belonged. He could 
have had no object in doing so. 

Any one about the house doing the job 
would take that precaution to avert sus- 
picion. If the trunks had been destroyed 
no evidence of robbery would have re- 
mained, but to have found the office poker 
in the room would have been a suspicious 
circumstance. The leaving of the pass key 
in the lock was an oversight. 

John Bonavita went to work at the hotel 
last Saturday. He says he saw Mrs. Bever 
leave the key in the office. He knew they 
had gone to breakfast, and would not be 
back for an hour. He says he remained in 
the hotel and no one came except a man 
to inquire about engaging a room, When

James Kewin is dying in the City Hos- 
pital. Policeman John Kavanaugh’'s un- 
steady gun sent him there. 

Kewin was shot by Officer Kavanaugh 
at 2:15 o’clock Tuesday morning. The bul- 
let entered the abdomen. The policeman 
‘Was in pursuit of three burglars and the 
bullet that struck Kewin was intended for 
the fugitives. Kavanaugh is constructiveiy 
under arrest pending investigation. It is 
) clearly established, however, that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 
| Kewin was a waiter in Brewster's restau- 
rant, an all night resort, 11 South Seventh 


street. Business was dull in the early hours 
of Tuesday morning and Kewin stood on 
the sidewalk in front. 

Policeman Kavanaugh detected three men 
in the act of forcing an entrance to the 
Oh'o saloon, Seventh and Market streets. 
One of the burglars wae half way througn 
on the Market street side, while his two 
confederates stood ag sentinels on the out- 
side. As the officer approached, there was 
a shrill whistle—a signal of danger, and 
then the sentinels fied. The man in the tran- 
som dropped to the sidew and followed 
his confederates. They turn the corner 
and ran south on Seventh street. 

From his position in front of the restau- 
rant Kewin viewed the scene, There was 
a fusillade from Kavanaugh’'s n as he 
turned the corner, half a block behind the 
fleeing burglars. 

When Kewin was struck he sank to the 
sidewalk and was carried inside of the res- 
taurant by Albert Fassinger, another wait- 
er. Officer Kavanaugh ran a few steps 
further, continuing to shoot at the burg- 
lars, who had dodged into pe, pom! al- 
leys. Meanwhile Patrolmen Wall and Crane 
took up the chase and Kavanaugh returned 
to the restaurant ta look after the mun 
he had accidentally shot. An ambulance 
was called and Kewin was taken to the 
City Hospital. The doctors say there Is 
scarcely a hope for recovery. 

The victim of Patrolman Kavanaugh’s gun 
is 22 years old and unmarried. His home is 
in Louisville. Some of his relatives are said 
to be prominent Kentuckians. Kewin came 
here from Louisville a few months ago.

The President kneeled by her bed- 
side, kissed his mither tenderly and rever- 
ently, and as he did so she put her arm 
about h’s neck and signified that she knew 
him. She also recognized the President's 
wife and reached her hand toward her. She 
recognized Mabel McKinley and Jack Dun- 
can. 

It seemed to friends that she had been 
awaiting the arrival of her son. Soon after 
She lapsed into an unconscious state and 
the strength that had been husbanded for 
the last meeting of mother and son seemed

An hour after his arrival the President 
sat by the bedside, holding the hand of his 
mother. The attending physician was sur- 
prised at the remarkable rally. At 9:30 he 
said she was getting weaker, but thought 
she would live through the day. 

At 5 o’clock this morning it was thought 
by those in attendance that the President 
would not arrive before the aged mother 
had died> He was informed that such was 
thought to be her condition. He was anx- 
ious to get to her bedside. The run was a 
rapid one from Pittsburg, but there was 
a slight delay there in making the trans- 
fer to the Fort Wayne track. 

The Presidential party was made up of 
President and Mrs. McKinley, Secretary and 
Mrs. Day, Miss Mabel McKinley, Jack Dun- 
can and Miss Mary Barber.

WELCOMES THEM TO THE BEST « 
CITY IN AMERICA. 


INTERSTATE GUARD FORMED. 


—— 


Gen. Lewis Delivers the Keys of the 
City to the Visitors and Prom- 
ises Police Protection. 


The American Interstate Association of 
the National Guard was omranized Tuesday 
evening, at a meeting of the Adjutants- 
General at the Planters’ Hotel. The States 
represented were Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Io- 
wa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, Wyo- 
ming, South Dakota, New Mexico, Oklaho- 
ma, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Vermont, 


Missouri and Wisconsin. 

The object of the new association, as 
announced by Adjutant-General M. F. Bell 
of Missouri, is primarily to secure from 
the United States Government a greater 
appropriation to maintain the National 
Guard of the country. 

The meeting was called to order at 10:15 
o'clock in the smal! dining-room of the 
hotel at the north end of the parlor floor. 
Gen. Bell {jntroduced Mayor Ziegenhein, who 
welcomed the delegatés to St. Louis and 
extended them the freedom of St. Louis. 

Gen. James M. Lewis of St. Louis echoed 
the remarks of the Mayor ang added that 
he was authorized by the Govignor of this 
great State to add that the freedom of 
the commonwealth was also @xtended to 
the distinguished visitors. be 

“T am on the Committee of Entertain- 
ment.’’ Gen. Lewis went on to Say,,*‘but if 
you get separated from us [ can assure you 
in my capacity as Vive-President of the St. 
Louis Police Board, that no matter what 
you do, the orders have been issued that 
none of yau shall be taken to task for any- 
th.ng you might do.”’ 

Gen. Lewis further said that Gov. 
Stephens was heartily in favor of the ob- 
ject of the association. 

“We are the fifth State and we have only 
$10,000 a year with which to keep up our citi- 
zen soldiery,”’ he cont nued, “‘l hope in time 
the General Assembly will be convinced of 
the error of its way and give us an adequate 
appropriation.”’ 

Gen. Lewis then asked to have the pleas- 
ure of the delegates taken regarding a car- 
riage drive, cither Tuesday or Wednesday 
afternoon. The delegates voted to take the 
drive through the parks and the West End 
Wednesday. . 

The meeting selected as temporary chair- 
man Gen M -F.. Bell. Col. Bratt of 
Nebraska was made temporary secretary 
and Major Moore of Ohio was called as as- 
éistant secretary.

]OWA RAILWAY LEGISLATION 


Law a Practical Nullity and a Revision 


Demanded. | 
j 


DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 7.—The annual re: 
port of the lowa Railway Commissioners, 
just filed with the Governor, makes some 
radical recommendations calling for new 
legislation to rehabilitate laws that have 
been supposed until very recently to give 


ample power to the commissioners to regu- 
late rates. In the case of Barris against 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Ra.lway 
Co., the lowa Supreme Court decided that 
the rate fixed by the Commissioners was 
not prima facie evidence of a reasonable 
rate, thus in effect hold.ng that ail rates 
are subject to review by the courts, and 
gives the railway companies, the board 
thinks, the right to whoily disregard the 
COlMiM.ssioners rate, 

The commissioners regard this as against 
the securing of uniform rates, which was 
the intent of the law, and declare it will 
prevent them from enforcing uniform rates, 
so they.cannot prevent aaiéed discrimina- 
tions. It will lead to great confusion in both 
freight and passenger business if the rail- 
ways are allowed to contest the reasonable- 
ness of raies with each shipper, because 
juries and courts will not agree as to the 
Same rate; it will cause a multiplicity of 
suits. If such never-ending litigation is 
unavoidable under the present law, the com.- 
missioners ‘“‘think tRMat such legislation 
should be enacied whereby the peopie of 
the State may be fully protected in securing 
reasonable maximum rates without unneces- 
Sary delay and vexation.”’ 

Referring to the litigation which the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court invites, the 
board asks for legislation which will make 
it possible to establish a schedule of max- 
imum rates which ‘‘would be binding both 
upon the shipper and the railways, without 
compelling the shipper to expend large 
sums of money in a multiplicity of suits 
to establish what might be ascertained and 
established in one suit,”’ 

The commissioners state further that the 
decision absolutely destroys the statute of 
the State in regard to the long and short 
haui, because there is no standard of a 
legal character that is or can be established 
under this construction.

CHAFF FOR THE CYCLISTS. 


The New St. Louis Headquarters to 
Be Established in the Union 
Trust Building. 


The racing board of the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen has sure enough suspended 
or rather made an outlaw of the bicycle 
track in the big Coliseum, 

After Manager Gaiennie of the Coliseum 
had ledsed the Coliseum to the managers of 
the lady riders he was notified that the L, 
A. W. rules prohibited racing between ladies 
and that if he persisted in allowing such a 
race to take place the Coliseum track would 
be suspended and placed on the L. A, W. 


blacklist. 

Mr. Gaiennie at this point found himself 
between the devil and the deep sea. 

He had leased the Coliseum and accepted 
$200 rent for it from the managers of the 
lady bicyclists. He had done all while ig- 
norant of all L. A. W. rules and when he 
learned of the latter’s policy it was too late 
to-go back. He thought that the L. A. \ f 
would condone this his first “offending 
against its laws on the ground of his ignor- 
ance of all their laws. 

The following telegram from Denver, 
however, shows the L. A. W. mean business 
and that they have really suspended the 
Coliseum: ‘ 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 7.—W. I. Doty of 
the L. A. W. Racing Board has formally 
declared the bicycle track of the St. Louis 
Exposition and Music Hall Association to 
be suspended from all privileges of the 
league, and warned riders not to enter races 
on it, under penalty of expulsion. The 
reason is the woman’s race run last week. 
Chairman Albert Mott has declared that the 
track will only be restored to good favor 
by putting up a bond of $1,000 to observe 
league rules. 

Mr. Gavennie has not yet determined 
what stand he will take in the matter. It 
he recognizes the L. A. W. and puts up that 
$1,000 bond there will be no more ladies 
races in the Coliseum. That much is cer- 
tain. If he does not there is no telling what 


may happen.

When the Coliseum managers leased the 
track to the managers of the ladies’ race 
they were ignorant of our rules. -Now that 
they have been enlightened as to them I 
don’t think they will offend, again.’ 

Chicago will try to secure the vice-presi- 
dency of the L, A, W. for Fred Gerlach of 
that city. The matter will be decided at the 
February meeting of the L. A. W. to. be 
held in St. Louis.

The. organizstion was 
completed this week and already has 200 
members. Every applicant must be a mem- 
ber of the league and it is thought that 
there will be 500 names on.the member- 
ship rolls by the first of January.

Through writing a letter to his wife in 
Which he states that he considered her 
skirt three inches too short for a married 
lady to wear, Charles A. Ballack, once a 
prominent St. Louls business man, says he 
is defendant.in a divorce suit.

“I will state trese facts as briefly as pos- 
sible. Aug. 8, 189, owing to the suspension 
of the American Hameless Collar Co. of St. 
Louls, of which I was member, Mrs. Bal- 
lack and myself decided to move back to 
Rochester, Wis., where she owned an in- 
terest in a small property, and where we 
thought expenses would be lighter. I being 
financially ruined by the closing of the 
business and seeing no prospect of being 
able_to live in St. Louis longer, came on 
here, rented the house in which my wife 
owned an interest, borrowed the money 
with which to move the family and house- 
hold goods, and sent it to my wife with the 
request to comne on as soon as possible. She 
then, aS I believe, through the advice of 
friends, changed her mind and decided to 
remain there and keep up a home for her 
two boys, claiming they needed her more 
than I did for another year or two. 

“I then wrote her that it would be ut- 
terly impossible for me to earn enough to 
support myself and send her enough to 
amount to anything toward the support of 
a family in a large city. I finally con- 
sented to her remaining there till the boys 
were older and better able to take care of 
themselves, and during the fall and sum- 
mer of '96 sent them what few dollars I 
could spare in anaes and money. Only a 
trifle, to be sure, but al] I had, 

“A cordial correspondence was kept up all 
this time regularly, and about the 10th of 
January, 1897, my wife came up here to 
make me a visit and remained with me 
about ten days, and the best of kind feel- 
ings prevailed.

The arrangements 
preliminary to the plea were made and the 
court scene lasted but a moment, 
If the words of Judge Zachritz as he pro- 
nounced sentence, struck terror to the heart 
of the murderess 6he did not betray such 
emotion. ° 
The Deputy Sheriff took the woman to the 
court-room cage, where she remained for 
twenty minutes awaiting return to jail. 
Meanwhile she talked jestingly, with the 
other prisoners. A reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch asked her what she thought of her 
sentence, 
“It suits me first rate as far as I’ve gone,” 
she said. “Give me anything for a change,” 
0 continued, “for I’m tired of the St. Louis 
ail,”’ 


As the reporter turned away the woman 
asked for a cigarette. When she failed to 
met it she frowned.

THE BUSINESS STREETS. 


AN . UNUSUAL SPECTACLE. 


Atmospheric Conditions Attracted a 


Scientist, Who Applied a New In- 
strument to Their Determination. 


The dense and heavy atmosphere of Tues- 
day morning aroused some curiosity and 
not a little apprehension. At 9 o’clock the 
day resembled tle dusk of.the evening, and 
to the timid there were indications of cy- 
clones, earthquakes, heavy rains and snow. 

But it was too warm for snow, not cloudy 
and neither cyclones or 


enough for. rain, 
within thousands of 


earthquakes were 
miles. 

It was merely a condition produced by an 
unusal amount of impurity in the atmos- 
phere. Whether the declared unconstitu- 
tionality of the smoke ord’nance had any- 
thing to do with it, may well be believed. 
At any rate there were dense volumes of 
gemoke rolling over the city. 

Over in the Wainwright Building Willlam 
Scharnweber, who has made air impurities 
a study for many years, took advantage of 
the peculiar atmospheric conditions to test 
an instrument which he has recently in- 
vented. 

It was 10:30 o'clock when he placed the 
machine at Broadway and Locust and per- 
mitted it to register the conditions then ex- 
isting. Later he made several tests in the 
acdiscent bie buildirgs. 

The instrument with which the testing 
was done consists, first, of a cylindrica] can, 
containing about a pint of coal oil, with a 


semi-circular wick over {t. Above is a tube 
containing various reg sters and thermome- 
ters. The whole affair in enclosed in a glass 


and wooden case, having air-holes at the 
top and bottom. In app arance it is a sim- 
ple affair, easy of application and quick 
With its results.

City Counselor’s Opinion Lim 
its Light Bidding. 


The Board of Public Improvements has 
recommended that the new city lighting 
contract shall be let to an electric lighting 
company for a term of fifteen years, begin- 
ning January 1, 1900. 

Chairman Holman of the Light and 
Street Committee submitted the ordinance. 
He says it is in exact accord with the City 


Counrselor’s recent opinion. 

It was handed to the secretary to be 
transmitted to the Assembly. 

“That is the only ordinance the com- 
mittee has to offer,’’ remarked Mr. Colby, 
significantly. 

“Qh, no,” replied Mr. Colman, “I have 
here An ordinance providing for the city 
to be lighted by incandescent gas iamps 
for the same term of years and fixing the 
estimate at $400,000 for the first year, but 
I presume under the. Counselor’s opinion 
we can only send down one ordinance -at 
a time. If the Assembly rejects this e.ec- 
tric light ordinance we have got the gs 
plan on tap and can shoot it at once.” 

The board was. smarting under the re- 
strictions placed on it by the Counselor’s 
opinion.* It shuts off all competition 
on a contract which involved $6,000,000. 

Mr. Holman near the end of the session 
suggested that the City Counselor tell the 
Board once for al] if it would be legal for 
it to send down two ord.nances, one for 
electrictty and the other for gas. 
were passed the Board couid advertise for 
bids. It would be a contest between elec- 
tricity and gas, and the result would be a 
cheaper rate to the people. 

Mr. Marshall sald both ordinances could 
be introduced. The one passed first would 
be the law. 

The Board decided to send in only the 
electric light ordinance. It follows: 

Section 1. The Board of Public Improvements 
is hereby authorized and directed to cause the 
streets, alleys and public places of the city of 
St. Louls, north of Keokuk street, to be lighted 
by mieads of arc and incandescent electric lainps 
for a term of tifteen years, from Jan. 1, 1900, 
to Dec. 31, 1914, inclusive. 

Sec, 2. The streets, alleys and public places 
of the city perth of Keokuk street shail be 

lighted from fifteen minutes after sunset and 
remain lighted until thirty minutes before sun- 
rise every day in the year. 

Sec. 3. The amount of bond required on the 
contract for lighting shall be five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sec. 4. The, contract for electric lighting let 
hereunder shall provide that the conductors of 
electricity shall be placed underground in the 
district of the city included’ within the follow- 
ing boundaries, viz.: Grand avenue, Chouteau

Because of the 
agitation of the widening of the street for 
five years they have not made any efforts 
to improve their property, ‘tis said.
